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Claims 1-17 are generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct species comprising 
a zinc sulfide phosphor precursor (claim 1 8), a halophosphate phosphor precursor (claim 1 9), a 
phosphate phosphor precursor (claim 20), a silicate phosphor precursor (claim 21), a tungstate 
phosphor precursor (claim 22), an aluminate phosphor precursor (claim 23), a rare earth 
activated alkali metal halide precursor(claim 24) and a rare earth activated alkaline earth metal 
fluorohalide phosphor precursor (claims 26-33). Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to 
elect a single disclosed species (one of the above set of claims), even though this requirement is 
traversed. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably distinct, 
applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the species to 
be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case.
